This report on coal mines in Yugoslavia consists of a compilation of

The information given ranges from very full reports giving coal production 
figures in tons, equipment available or being installed, number of workers 
employed, quality of product, use of product, progress on fulfillment of the 
Five-Year Plan, etc. to very brief reports which note that a mine union 
received a commendation.
